Murphy Needs Subpoena Power

After a generatio n of discussion, Congress 
is no t imp ressed as a who le with the argu- 
-fnents fo r o p ening the Great Lakes to ocean 
ship p ing. The co mbined p o wer of the lobbies 
o p p o sed to the seaway is greater than the com­ 
bined p o wer of the lobbies which want it. 
To these lo bbies has been added within 
the last year the p o wer o f the steel industries 
In the Great Lakes area. They favo r the o p en­ 
ing o f the S t Lawrence fo r the obvious reason 
that iro n o re fro m the Quebec-Labrado r fields 
co uld reach their blast furnaces mo re econom­ 
ically via an aU-water ro ute than via a series 
o f trans-ship ments. 
If Canada builds the seaway, with the aid 
o f the New Yo rk State Po wer Commission, the 
jo b would be done in large p art with United 
States cap ital. The great advantage securing 
to all p arties co ncerned wo uld be the side­ 
step p ing o f the railro ad and Atlantic seap o rt 
lo bbies which so far have blocked all effo rts 
to make an alternatio n as logical as the Pana­ 
ma and Suez canals. 


Multiples Of 11 
TN THE TWO-PLATOON argument which 
*■* starts these days as soon as fo o tball season 
is o ver, everything gets discussed by the p ri­ 
mary fact. 
That is the effect on fo o tball of p laying 
it in multip les o f 11. If the rules o f basket­ 
ball were changed to p ermit one squad o f 5 
to p lay fo r p o ints and ano ther squad to p lay 
fo r defense, basketball wo uld cease to be a 
game fo r 10 and beco me a kind of exhibitio n 
fo r 20. 
If tennis were sp lit up into multip les, o r 
o f baseball teams began to o p erate with two 
squads-p lus, a so und case might be made fo r 
everything but the effect o n the game, itself. 
Sp ectato rs might see better o ffensive and de­ 
fensive tactics, with no cases o f exhaustio n to 
detract fro m the exhibitio n, but they wo uld 
have lo st the idea o f watching a game. 
Fo o tball teams using the two -p lato o n 
system no w may use as many as 44 p layers, 
witho ut co unting stubstitutes and sp ecialists, 
like the p layer who do es no thing but to uch a 
ball with the to e o f his shoe. It is a truly re­ 
markable exhibitio n but can anything engaged 
in by multip les o f 11 be regarded as a game 
between teams o f individuals? 


WASHINGTON 
JT'VEN BEFORE President Tru­ 
man can anno unce his p lans fo r a 
clean-up investigatio n o f the gov­ 
ernment. which he's sup p osed to 
do sho rtly, comp lications begin. 
Judge Thomas F. Murp hy is 
rep o rted to be Mr. Truman's 
choice to head the inquiry. But 
Murp hy 
will 
be 
handicap p ed 
fro m the start, if Congress is un­ 
willing to give him more p ower 
than the President can bestow 
on him. 
That’s the p ower of subp oena 
p o wer to comp el p eop le to 
answer his questions and p roduce 
any reco rds he wants to see. The 
President do esn't have subp oena 
p ower. And, lacking it himself, he 
can’t give it to Murp hy. 
Only Congress, by a vote o f 
bo th houses, can do that. Only 
Congress, the co urts and grand 
juries have subp o ena p ower. 
Presumably Murp hy could op 
erate in co njunctio n with a grand 
jury, using its subp oena p owers 
to make p eop le answer his ques­ 
tions and p ro duce records. 


THE SUBPOENA p ower works 
this way: A congressional com­ 
mittee, fo r examp le, o r de r s 
someone to ap p ear and testify 
and bring records, whether that 
p erson works fo r the go vernment 
o r is a p rivate citizen. Unless that 
witness 
nswers 
the 
questions 
and p roduces the records, he can 
be cited fo r co ntemp t of co n­ 
gress. Then, if tried and co nvict­ 
ed in cvo urt, he can be jailed. 
If it’s a grand jury, he would be 
in co ntemp t o f court. 
The only time such a witness 
can refuse to answer questions 
and still escap e jail is when he 
refuses on the gro unds his tes­ 
timo ny might Incriminate him 
and so land him in jail anyway, 
Witho ut subp oena p ower Mur* 
p hy co uldn't even o rder anyone, 
excep t emp loyes o f the execu­ 
tive branch, to ap p ear before him 
and p ro duce records. He'd have 
p o wer to do that much in the ex* 
ecutive branch, since he’d be rep ­ 
resenting the President, 


And if the man he wanted to 
quiz refused to ap p ear or refused 
to answer questions, he could be 
fired. But there wo uldn’t be any 
jail p enalty for refusing. 


OR IF MURPHY lacked sub­ 
p oena p ower and had to limit hia 
questioning to p eop le emp loyed 
in the 
executive 
branch, 
hia 
would have to be a p retty limited 
investigation. 
And since Congress doesn’t re­ 
turn till the second week in Jan­ 
uary, even tho ugh Mr. Truman 
ap p o inted Murp hy today there'd 
be some delay before he got the 
subp oena p ower from Congress. 
Of coure, he could be busy in 
the meantime gathering a staff 
and p lanning his investigation 
At first glance with everyone 
interested in the p resent scandals, 
it might seem that Congress 
would grant subp oena p ower to 
Murp hy at once, Maybe it won't, 
In the first p lace, if enough p eo­ 
p le in Congress disliked Mr.
